| TOBACCO AND ITS 
MANUFACTURE. 


VALUE OF CLEARANCES 
IN DUBLIN. 


- 


At the meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club 
vesterday in Clery’s Restaurant, Mr. G. J. T. 
(‘jJampett, President, in the chair, Mr. J. E. 
Dawson (Gallaher, Ltd.) read a paper or 
““'Tobacco, " in which he gave an interesting 
history of the growth and manufacture of the 
' weed.”’ , 


THE PAPER 

Mr. Dawson said that it was a great 
vpieasure to him on his return to his native 
land after an absence of twenty years on the 
other side of the water to have the honour of 
addressing the members of the Dublin Rotary 
Club. The subject that he was to speak on 
might be described as “the burning question 
of the hour,” although it all “ends in 
smoke.”’ 

In the course of his. paper Mr. Dawson 
stated that in October, 1492, Christopher 
Columbus landed on the island to which he 
gave the name of San Salvador, one of the 
Bahama group, and it was during the first 
week of November of that year that Europeans 
frst noted the Indian enstom of tobacco- 
srnoking. jwo sailors who were sent to 
explore Cuba returned to their ship and told 
how they found the natives carrying a light 
firebrand and puffing smoke from their 
mouths and noses. They thought at first 
that the natives were perfuming themselves ; 
but they were to'd that it was the leaves of 
an herb from which the smoke arose. The 
aborigines of Central America rolled up 
tobacco leaf and dreamed away their lives 
in smoky reveries ages before Columbus was 
born, or the colonists of Sir Walter Raleigh 
brought it within the precincts of the 
Elizabethan courts. 

The general supposition was that the 
name “ Tobacen”’ was derived from the 
island of Tobago was a. fallacy. About 
1560 was the date generally awarded to the 
introduction of tobacco to Europe. While 
its introduction into Europe was more for 
medicinal purposes than for smoking, it was 
true that the use of tobacco gradually spread 
out from Spain until to-day virtually the 
whole world was aware of its narcotic pro- 
perties Tobacco reached Bristol before 
the end of the sixteenth century. In 1624 
the Government decided to limit the impor- 
tation of the weed to London alone, but 
fourteen years later, owing to the imnos- 
sibility of coping with smugglers, four other 
ports were allowed to engace in the impor- 
tation. From that onward the tobacco trade 
thrived throughout Great Britain and 
Ireland. 


GROWING THE PLANT. 


The growing of the tobacco plant, he said 
called for expert attention, and the curing 


of the leaves after the harvest was a most 
important function--the utmost care being 
essentia] for ‘ts proper drying. A large 
number of Customs officials are employed at 
the principal tobacco ports in the collection 
| of the duty, and the bonded warehouses are 
| carefully guarded. The development at the 
Dublin port in connection with the storage 
of, tobacco showed a very gratifying change 
| within recent years, and it was interesting 
| to note that duty on clearance of tobacco 
in this department exceeds two and a quarter 
million pounds annually. Since 1825 no 
less. than sixteen laws pertaining. solely to 
! tobaceo had been placed on the Statute book. 

Of recent years cigarette smoking hac 
increased enormously, and in this direction 
| manufacturers had made great strides 

> meet the demand. Millions of 
| cigarettes were still being made by 
' hand, but machinery had been 
introduced, and there were now machines 
capable of turning out over 60,000 cigarettes 
rer hour. 


A DUBLIN FAC’ ORY. 


The speaker said that the firm of Gallaher, 
Ltd., Belfast, had ramifications extending the 
world over. The factories in Belfast were 
the largest in the world outside the combine ; 
Em had a floor space of 114 acres. They 
had recently opened in factory in Dublin, 
with directors of its own, and working as a 
separate company. It was hoped that the 
Dublin factory would not only maintain, but 
enhance the ra Mag of the firm. The ex- 
tension to the Free State was a project about 
which the management were very optimistic, 
and their enterprise in establishing a new 
factory in Dublin was, he said, certain to 
have an appreciable. effect, directly or in.

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HE position in the South Wales coal- 
field arising out of the recent award 
was considered at a delegate conference 

of the South Wales Miners’ Federation at 
Cardiff yesterday.

Council might be placed before the lodges.

THE PLACING OF THE STAKES. 

These stakes are placed several yards 
apait. and are destined to collect or intecept 
ihe young mussels or natssain. The babes are 
atterwards transplanted to the other bouchuts 
which, nearer the shore, more frequently are 
mcovered by the tide. , 

The different stages in mussel cultivation 

called as follows :—Sowing, planting and 
transplanting. About the end of April the 
seed fixed in February and March to the 
Louchot du 6as has attained the size of a 
of flax. In this stage it is called 
paissain. in July the natssain has become 
nouvelain, and it is about the size of a 
hean when it is transplanted to the bouchot 
hátard, The mussels are affixed to the bou- 
chot batard by a method called la batrisse. 
The seed is enclosed in bags of old net along 
the hurdles; soon the bags rot and dis- 
appear, When the mussels are left adhering 
to the bouc hot. 

As the crop mcreases in size it is thinned 
out, and the removals are placed on the 
bouchot mieu, which is duly uncovered 
during neap tides, 


MARKETING THE MUSSELS. 

After a year or so the mussels are fit for 
market. “They are removed then to,the bou- 
chots d’avant nearest the shore, whence they 
are gathered easily as they are required tor 
sale. Strangely enough, there is a very per- 
ceptible difference in flavour according to the 
jocality. Those from the upper. divisions 
are decidedly better than the lower divisions. 
No doubt, the weather and exposure are 
responsible, and possibly the food supply 
contributes to this phenomenon. 

Owing wo the muddy nature of the coast 
it is impossible to wade; so the “ farmer ” 
pushes himself about with his bare feet in a 
small flat-bottom: 3 canoe called a prrogue, 


VALUE OF THE MUSSEL. 

The value of the crop is very considerable, 
amounting to about £50,000 yearly according 
to fairly recent figures. in Germany a ruder, 
but not @issimilar, method is used. Large 
branches are strewn on the mud and are left 
during four or five years. The resulting crop 
then is taken up and sold by weight through- 
out the country. 

Beds of musselg form a very strong barrier 
against coastal erosion, and there is little 
doubt that, properly directed, mussel beds 
would safeguard greatly the crumbling por- 
tiong of our coasts. 

There is a bye-law forbidding the removal 
of mussels from Bideford Bridge, as the 
molluscs are supposed to assist’ in holding 
the stones together, and a large landowner 
in Norfolk is very jealous of anyone removing 
the mussels from the shore bounding his 
property, as rightly he considers them a 
potent barrier against the encroaching sea. 


COLD WEATHER A DANGER. 


Mussels object strongly to cold weather, 
and a cold spell may do tremendous damage 
io the beds. During one bitter night in 1874 
nearly two hundred acres of “bed” were 
destroyed by cold. Besides affixing them- 
selves to stones, piles, etc., mussels are found 
in. large numbers on the keels of 
old hulks and _ vessels long stationary 
in harbours. It has been estimated 
that over two hundred tons were scraped from 
the keel of the Great Eastern at one “ clean- 
Ing, 
sesides the revenue from their sale as bait, 
they are excellent sen as all who have 
sampled Moules d’Ustende will agree. Care 
is required, however, in selecting them, as, 
indeed, is the case with all shellfish, for a 
polluted mussel bed is a fertile source of 
typhoid and other dangerous diseases. It is 
possible to remove the infected ‘‘fish’’ to 
cean waters and to disinfect them. Shell- 
ish so treated soon become suitable for the 
lable or export.

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PEARLS. 
_ Pearls occasionally are found in mussels, 
hut in this country they are seldom of any 
appreciable value, though in America the 
ireshwater pearls constitute a very valuable 
asset to those engaged in searching for. them. 
It is as a food supply that we must consider 
our mussels, and it is to be ‘hoped that, when 
supplies are available, Irish hotels will insist 
on only Trish mussels; and help to maintain

COUBT OF CEIMINAL APPEAL 


RULING. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 

SULLIVAN AND MR. JUSTICE HAMNA.) 

The Court had laid it down, said the Chief 
Justice, during the hearing of an applica- 
tion in the Court of Criminal Appeat, that 
they would not allow, after a transcript of 
evidence had been given, the making of 
grounds of appeal which were not es Á at 
the time when notice of appeal was served.

WRECKED CAR AND THE 
SEQUEL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

A young man named Arthur McGauran 

leaded not guilty to having stolen and 

amaged a motor cat owned by Mr. George 

Hornsby.. A further count charged him with 
receiving the car, knowing it to have been 
stolen. . The extent of the damage to the 
car was said to be £81. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Joseph Healy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted, said that the offence 
of st#aling motor cars left in city streets 
was a serious one. Mr.. Hornsby left his 
car in Lower O'Connell street at about 6 p.m. 
on January 25th last, and when he returned 
later the car was missing. Afterwards the 
car was seen at Rathmints, travelling at a 
great speed across Portobello Bridge into 
Aungier street, scattering people in all dire>- 
tions. It finally dashed into a wall in Aungier 
street and was wrecked. The driver of the 
motor car, who was identified as the prisaner, 
was subsequently arrested in his e at 
‘ Ellis’s quay.

FITS OF DEPRESSION.

William Costelloe, a gardener, of “ The 
Yard,’’ Carysfort, Grove avenue, Blackrock, 
sought compensation under the Workmen's 
Compensation Act of 1906 from Peter 
O'Reilly, of St. Leonard’s, Avoca avenue, 
Blackrock, and South Great George s street 
(draper) . 

It appeared that on 23rd September, 1930, 
while the applicant was trimming a holly 
tree at St. airéir he fell off a ladder 
sustaining injuries to his back. © He got 
five payments of 35s. a week, and claimed 
that sum weekly for the remainder of the 
period from rd September. until the 
present date. His wages had been £2 2s. 
6d. weekly, with milk and vegetables. 

Medical evidence having been heard, 

Judge Davitt awarded £1 weekly on the 
basis of partial incapacity until further 
order. He thought that if the applicant 
endeavoured to cure himself he would be 
better off, and would be able to do some 
work, 

Mr. Reddy, solicitor, appeared, for the 
applicant, and Mr. McGonigal (instructed by

A FRACTURED LEG. 

In a case under the Workmen’s Compen 
sation Act, 1906, John Kelly, of Nottingham 
street, Dublin, able seaman, was the appli- 
cant, and the British and Irish Steampacket 
Co., Ltd}, respondents. 

It appeared that while the applicant was 
aboard the ss. Lady Chloe off Plymouth on 
15th April, 1930, a rope attached to an iron 
block was carried away, and the bight of 
the rope struck applicant on the leg fractur- 
ing it. He was in hospital in Plymouth 
for five weeks, when he returned home. 
From his return until 3lst December, 1930, 
the respondents paid him 35s. weekly, but 
“then reduced the compensation to £1 weekly. 
-He claimed 35s. weekly. 

The respondents’ case was that the appli- 
cant was fit for light work at the beginning 
of this. year. Arrangements were made 
accordingly to provide him with such work, 
which he refused. The compensation was 
thereupon reduced to £1 weekly, but this 
the applicant also refused. Respondents 
were still ready to give him ;light work 
until he had recovered completely from his 
accident. 

After hearing medical evidence, Judge 
Davitt awarded applicant full compensation 
from the end of Naas, 1930, and com- 
pensation of £1 weekly, on the basis oi 
partial incapacity, from now until further 
order, not to be paid if the respondents pro- 
vided applicant with light work.

STORY OF BAD FLORINS AT 
RUGBY GAMES. 


(BEFORE MR, LITTLE.) 

Said to have confessed that’ he had been 
making base coins for the last thirty years, 
without being caught, John Harte (65), of 
Lower Gardiner street, Dublin, described as 
a labourer, and having the appearance of a 
tramp, was remanded in custody for.a week 
on the charge of uttering six spurious florins. 

Gertie Doyle, cashier in the shop of Robert 
Holland. butcher, Emmett road, Inchicore, 
ave evidence that Harte entered the shop 
Fareiedie and asked her to give him a pound 
note in exchange for silver coins. Five 
florins among the coins were bad. 

According to Guard 154A, who arrested 
Harte in a public-house, Harte at firct said 
that he must have got the bad money when 
selling flowers, and denied being in Inchicore 
on the day alleged, but, after being identified 
by Miss Doyle at a parade, he made the 
following statement :— 

‘‘T made coins for the last thirty years 
and I was never caught. Three weeks ago 
I made eighty two-shilling pieces in my home 
at Gardiner street. 

“I made them for the Rugby match, and 
passed about fifty. I sold badges for six- 
pence each, and when anyone gave me half-a- 
crown I gave him a badge and a bad two- 
shilling piece. 

“T had about thirty of the bad _ two- 
shilling pieces left for the other Rugby 
match, but when I heard it was being played 
in Belfast 1 tendered them in shops.” 

The Guard added that when arrested 
Harte had in his possession £1 9s. 7d. He 
said that the 9s. 7d. was obtained by selling 
flowers, while s pound note was given Jim 
by the cashier at the shop at Inchicore. He 
told the witness that he threw the mould 
into the Liffev, but Jater he said that if he 
got three or five years the mould would be 
all he would have to fall back upon. 


BIGAMY CHARGE. 

John Glynn, builder's labourer, Queen 
street, Dublin, was charged with bigamously 
marrying Brigid Grimes, 4 Upper Dominic 
street.

GREATER OPPORTUNITY NEEDED. 

In “The Big Pond,” which has proved 
popular enough to be retained for a second 
week at the Capitol, he has little or no siag- 
ing to do—just a couple of songs which might 
as easily be sung as said.

On 
the screen to-day there is no one with quite 
the same kind of appeal, and in consequeice 
greater efforts should be made to find 
material worthy of his peculiar genius. There

BELFAST, Monday. 
R. JUSTICE WILSON, ‘openin tke 
Down Assizes at Downpatrick to- 
day, referred, in his address to the 
Grand Jury, to the Dromara affair, in con- 
nection with which two men, named Kennedy 
and Morrison, of thé tramp class, are char 
with the nturder of an elderly woman, Miss 
Elien Maguire, on Feb 37 last. 

The Judge said that the old lady lived 
alone in a house 300 yards off the county 
road, at a placé near Dromara. ‘it appeared 
that the old lady was about 76 years of a 
hut she was still hale and hearty, and Be a 
reputation in the neighbourhood of having a 
considerable quantity of money. 

These two men, Morrison and Kennedy, it 
appeared from the depositions, were tramps. 
(ne of them either originally came from 
Rallynahinch, or his ii a lived there. The 
other man, Kennedy, was áile to have 
come from Athlone. They left liynahinch 
on the morning of February 27, and went 
along the road from Dromara. It was clear 
from the depositions that they then had very 
‘ttle money. They got into Dromara, and 
spent some time there, and then they were 
traced to the rector’s house and another 
house. Eventually, having spent most of the 
day in Dromara, they went to the honse of 
a man called Hawthorne. They left his 
house about six o'clock in the evening, and 
then it was alleged they came back and 
turned in the direction in which the old 
lady lived. Morrison was seen close to the 
entrance to Miss Maguire a house at seven 
o'clock that evening. Nothing more was 
seen of them until they were found together 
in Dromore. 

MIDNIGHT LIGHT. 

On that day Miss Maguire had been down 
at a neighbour's house in the morning. She 
had been seen about three o'clock that day 
going to the well to get water. Nothing 
unusual was observed until that night, when 
a neighbour who was on his way home saw 
a light in the house about 11 o'clock, and 
again about midnight. He thought that 
very unusual, as the old lady. generally 
went to bed by sundown. He did nothing 
then. however, but next day he went to 
the house and found the door locked. -He 
made his way in through the window and 
found the poor old lady lying not far from 
the door. with her hands tied together and 
with cloths wound round her mouth and 
nose. Having discovered this, he sent for the 
police, and they sent for a doctor. When the 
doctor arrived he said that she undoubtedly 
was suffocated, and that these cloths were so 
wrapped that she must have been suffocated 
in a very few minutes. A box in her bed- 
room where she kept notes and gold was 
broken open, and a good deal of money was 
taken away. 

ARRESTED IN FREE STATE. 

The two accused men disappeared, and the 
police proceeded to get on their track, and 
discovered that they had arrived in Dromore 
that evening very. anxious to change 
sovereigns and half-sovereigns. That was not 
a very common form of money at the present 
time. They eventually succeeded in getting 
a half-sovereign changed, and tinal in a 
house there for a time. They made great 
endeavours to get some jarvey in the place to 
drive them tm Banbridge. but failed. They 
left Dromore in the morning and walked to 
Banbridge. and then to a little place called 
Loughbrickland. a short distance outside that 
town, where they got a ‘bus going from 
Belfast to Dublin, and which carned them to 
within a few miles of Dundalk. They ap- 
parently disappeared there. The police got 
on their track, and eventually the Civic

TANDING by the steps of the City Hall 
S to-day, memory may induce one to hear 
the sharp metallic ring of trotting 
horses approaching from the direction of 
Parliament street. It is the clattering noise 
made by the escort of Hussars coming with 
the Lord Lieutenant for the Troopin of the 
Colour in the Lower Castle Yard. The 
glittering and rattling company on the sleek 
horses wheels sharply round the corner into 
Cork Hili, and with an air of intent abandon 
whegls again to the left into the Castle. 
Bé@lliant sunshine—there was invariably 
brilliant sunshine in those days—brought the 
towers of Christ Church Cathedral into 
dream-~ silhouette, and was reflected dazzlingly 
from the drawn sabres of the cavalry officers 
as they wheeled into the Castle.

“HE story of how a small farmer, John

A small botile con- 
taining petrol was found near the body. 
When witness entered the house the place 
was full of smoke.

POSITION OF THE 
LINEN INDUSTRY.

BELFAST, Monday, 

HE Irish linen industry is faced with a 
- new menace the wholesale dumping oí 

Russian linen goods on the British and 
foreign markets. Before the war Russia 
supplied nearly three-quarters of the fiax 
used in the Irish linen industry, the other 
quarter, keing finer flax, produced at home 
and in Belgium. Even last year, Soviet 
Russia supplied a large quantity of flax for 
Irish linen manufacturers, while considerable 
quantities also came from Latvia, Esthonia 
and other Baltic provinces formerly in- 
corporated in Russia. Within the past few 
months there has been a notable decline in 
Soviet raw supplies ; but instead, linen articles 
manufactured. in Russia are being dumped 
apon the British market, at prices consider- 
ably below the home cost of production. 

RUSSIAN IMPORTS. 

Several London houses are importing these 
Russian lirens, and they are being offered 
right and left. They include such classes as 
sideboard cloths, tray cloths, tea cloths, etc., 
made of coarse, cream embroidery linen, with 
fancy stitches. Last year Russia exported 
very little linen goods to Great Britain, 
according to the Board of Trade returns; but 
this year a much larger quantity will 
be probably imported. It would appear 
as if the Russian five - year industrial 
plan, so far as linen manufacturing 1s 
concerned, has begun to operate, and this 
should lead to a renewed demand for saíe- 
guarding duties to protect the British market 
from being exploited by the Soviet Govern- 
ment. Even with the recent reduction in the 
wages of spinners and weavers, ranging from 
7 to 10 per cent., Irish manufacturers would 
not be able to compete upon a cost basis 
with the uneconomic labour conditions and 
costs prevailing in Soviet factories and mills. 
While it is admitted that the quality of the 
Russian linen goods is much coarser than 
those produced in Belfast, buyers find it hard 
to resist offers of goods which are saleahie 
and, at the same time, under the cost price 
according to local economic standards. 

A NEW MENACE. 

It is to be regretted that at a time when 
Irish linen production is being put upon a 
lower basis of production costs both in regard 
to wages and raw material, it should be 
faced with a new menace. For the past few 
vears linen manufacturers in the North of 
Ireland had to face severe competition on the 
American and other markets from Czecho 
slovakia and other continental centres, where

contribution payable out of public funds to 
the Louth Infirmary by 
the infirmary was hoping to get a substantial 
contribution from the Sweep. The contribu- 
tion had been increased by the Council when 
the infirmary was in a bad way, and now 
that things looked brighter for hospitals 
throughout Ireland, he was sure the manage- 
ment of the county infirmary would not be 
annoyed at the reduction in the sum paid 
them from the Louth rates. 

The estimate of rates adopted showed an 
increase of 23d. over the rate of last vear. 
The increase was largely due to an increased 
demand from the Grangogorman Mental 
Hospital, and a demand from the Vocational 
Education Committee for a grant of £1,400 
from the county funds. 

READY MONEY SCARCE. 

In moving the adoption of the estimate, 
which was passed unanimously, the Chair- 
man said that they had done everything they 
possibly could to help the class of people 
among whom there was, perhaps, more un- 
emplovment than any other class—the agri- 
cultural population. They realised long ago 
that the cause of so much unemployment was 
the scarcity of ready money on the farms 
to pay labourers, and that every additional 
burden placed on the shoulders of 
farmers, who employed labour, tended to 
reduce the amount of employment available 
for the people of the country. The total rate 
was 8s. 23d., and next vear two very big 
items—the Ardee railway guarantee, and the 
repayment of a big loan obtained in 1924 to 
relieve agriculturists—would be wiped off,

advanced one step towards the settlement 
of Central European unrest. The ratifica- 
tion was not accomplished, as The Times 
remarks, with any show of enthusiasm, 
even on |the part of the Minister who 
introduced the bill. When the Treaty was 
signed a year ago there was considerable 
opposition among important interests on 
both sides of the frontier. Only a few 


raised its customs duties on imported agri- 
cultural. products—an act which did not 
help to convince Polish: exporters of 
Germany’s good faith—and it 1s preparing 
a further increase. Nevertheless, the im- 
pulse towards agreement has prevailed so 
far as the Seym is concerned, and there is 
every expectation that the Senate will 
follow its example. Whether Poland or 
Germany will benefit to any large extent 
does not matter. The point is that, 
whereas since the War there has been no 
commercial contact between the countries, 
the complete ratification of the Treaty 
will authorise such contact. A succes- 
sion of similar contacts in process of 
time can do much to establish good feel- 
ing, that eventually will enable the real 
subjects of contention to be tackled in a 
reasonable spirit. To this end we must 
hope that, when the matter of ratification 
comes before the Reichstag, it will 
reciprocate Poland’s overture. 

Still more will be accomplished if the 
German-Polish Liquidation Agreement, 
now under discussion at Warsaw, is 
ratified. Its terms are designed to 
simplify outstanding issues between the 
signatories. The two Governments agree 
to renounce all financial claims arising 
out of the War and the transference of 
German territory to Poland; and 
Poland, in addition, waives her right to 
liquidate German estates and expropriate 
German owners in the Corridor. If such 
an agreement had been made years ago, 
a great deal of tension might have been 
averted. The agreement under discussion 
is not directly the work of Marshal 
Pilsudski, who was not in office when it 
was signed. Nevertheless, its ratification, 
if accomplished, will be a consequence of 


his efforts. Although by no means well- 


| disposed to Germany, he seems to main- 


tain that the liquidation of debts will be 
to the advantage of Poland and will 
promote a somewhat easier situation in 
Europe. With the weight of his authority 
added to the supporters of ratification, 
the agreement stands at least a reasonable 
Yet a strong party in 
concert with 


chance of success. 
Poland is opposed to 
Germany on any matter whatever ; and, the 
Nationalists of the Corridor know that the 
agreement will deprive them of a share 
in the once Germag estates. 

The German people’s sentiment in regard 
to German co-operation with Poland is 
no less divided than that of the Poles. 
In both countries, while the Governments 
are anxious for harmony of some sort, a 
large and influential section of the people 
refuses to permit any attempt to make 
relations easier. On the German side 
opposition to the Commercial Treaty is re- 
presented mainly by the agrarian interests, 
while the “ Nazis”’ resent the Liquida- 
tion Agreement. It is somewhat difficult 
to understand why the latter dislike an 
arrangement that will afford a stronger 
safeguard against the oppression of 
German minorities in Poland than any 
hitherto proposed. Yet sentiment without 
reason is a strong feature of the “ Nazi”’ 
character. Fortunately, Germany has a 
Hindenburg, even as Poland has a 
Pilsudski; and it is likely that the action 
of these two strong men will just turn 
the balance in favour of agreement, The 
two Governments apparently are deter- 
mined on a policy of co-operation, in 
which they see the only remedy for 
Central Kurope’s economic ills. We hope 
that their efforts will bear fruit. The 
German-Polish Liquidation Agreement 
would mark a long step towards a settle- 
ment of the German minority’s troubles in 
the Corridor. The whole matter of minori- 
ties in the partitioned areas requires 
consideration ; for while difficulties exist 
Europe’s peace is in constant danger. 


: The Indian Princes. 


It is impossible to forecast exactly the 
réle that the various factions and castes 
will play in the framing of India’s future ; 
but, whatever may befall, there can be no 
doubt that the part of the native princes 
will not be insignificant. During the last 
twelve months they have maintained a 
watching brief on behalf of their own 
interests, and they have committed them- 
selves omy to a general acceptance of the 
policy of federation. Their silent power 
has been recognised by the Imperial 
Government, as is shown by the second of 
the five safeguards upon which it insists 
before any concessions to the Congress 
Party can be granted. “ The inviolable 
rights of the princes,’’ runs the condition, 
‘‘corresponding to their pledges of 
inviolable loyalty to their Imperial head,'' 
must be secured. This loyalt,, has not 
been deficient for at least a hundred years ; 
indeed, to-day the native States can give 
points to the Presidencies in so far as 
internal order is concerned. No episodes 
such as. those which have occurred in 
Bombay, Calcutta and Sholapur have 
troubled their police; Swaraj has 
not raised its head. Yesterday at

theory that the revenues of a country were 
not the personal property of the monarch 
was unknown in the East. It is much to 
the credit of the princes, therefore, that 
they have learned an entirely new and 
rather umpalatable lesson so quickly. 
What might have happeried to the finances 
—and what may happen—in an India 
governed by a Hindu bureaucracy does 
not bear contemplation. Referring to the 
anxious days that lie ahead, the Viceroy 
urged the need for a “ genuine spirit 
of compromise and concession.’’ Hitherto 
the princes have not. been found wanting 
even to their own hindrance; and no 
desire to placate clamorous elements 
should tempt the central authority to 
strain their loyalty too far. 


French Railways. 


France’s 25,000 miles of railway are 
under State control, and are partitioned 
among six great companies. The Govern- 
ment, which owns about one-third of the 
invested capital, will become, some twenty 
years hence, the absolute proprietor of the 
various systems. It has the right to fix 
fares and charges and to determine pro- 
posals for new mileage. Recent critics in 
the Chamber demanded a stiffening of State 
control on the ground that the railways 
were managed badly, and five of the six 
companies have addressed a protest to the 
Minister of Public Works. Denying the 
charges of bad management, they say that 
the railways are hampered on all sides by 
the State’s interference. If they are run at a 
loss, the blame lies with the Governments 
which compel them to increase working 
expenses without any proportionate in- 
crease of rates; these expenses have in- 
creased eleven times since 1913. In their 
desire to help industry and agricul- 
ture French Governments have reduced 
passenger rates, which to-day are lower 
by one-third than those before the War, 
and have checked the increase of goods 
rates. The railways pay large taxes, and 
must give privileged rates to military, 
post office and suburban traffic. ‘‘ These 
charges,”’ say the five companies, “ might 
have been admissible when the railways 
enjoyed a monopoly, but now that they 
are in competition with other means of 
transport, less taxed, less restricted and 
without obligations, they are no longer 
tolerable.’’ Furthermore, the French com- 
panies complain that their efforts to 
reduce costs, consistently with the security 
and regularity of services, “have been 
neutralised by the action of the Chamber 
in voting higher wages for the railway- 
men, further paid holidays, larger pen- 
sions and a seven-hour day.’’ Such fruits 
of nationalisation in France deserve care- 
ful study by Irishmen. The Irish railways, 
with all their troubles, are fairly efficient 
now. If the State adopts them, they will 
become the prey of rival vote-hunters in 
Parliament, and their soaring costs will 
ba a heavy burden on the taxpayer. Yet, 
unless the Government intervenes quickly 
to save them from an unjust, uneconomic 
and chaotic rivalry, the Free State rail- 
ways must collapse into nationalisation.

Carency's Bell. 


' If, during the Great War, the British 
troops regarded the Ypres sector as their 
supreme trust, while Verdun held this 
honoured position in French eyes, the 
sector about Carency, Souchez and Notre 
Dame de Lorette saw the highest flights 
of British and French heroism. For many 
months the heap of rubble which was 
Souchez was pointed out, though, perhaps, 
untruthfully, by soldiers as the ‘‘flattest’’ 
village of the line ; and, even on a “‘ quiet’”’ 
day, those who were compelled to cross the 
Zouave Valley trod, like Agag, delicately, 
with their ears attuned to catch the first 
whine of the almost inevitable shell. 
Across these places at various times each 
army fought at least one bloody battle, 
and in this sector, in the attack on the 
Vimy ridge, the famous creeping barrage 
made its historic début. Thus, though 
thirteen years have passed, the news that 
the villagers of Carency—and, indeed, of 
the whole neighbourhood—will assemble 
with fitting ceremonial next Sunday to 
attend the re-installation of the village’s 
famous bell in its belfry sounds strangely 
incongruous to those who knew Carency 
in the War. A deputation from the Paris 
Municipal Council and a guard of a 
hundred old soldiers from the district will 
be present, and, perhaps, the spirits of 
many others, alive and dead, will be there 
as well. Since its removal to safety in the 
early days of the German invasion, the 
bell has been lying in the Petit Palais, in 
Paris. More fortunate than many of its 
fellows, it has escaped the final indignity 
of transmutation into war material for the 
enemy. Intact and honourable, it can 
resume its peaceful calls in its old home. 


MR. SNOWDEN’S 
OPERATION, 


BUDGET SPEECH HOPES. 


Mr. Philp Snowden, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, underwent an operation 
at his home, Eden Louye, Tilford, Surrey, 
yesterday, and the following official 
bulletin was issued -— 

“An operation for drainage of the 
bladder was perforn.d on Mr. Snowden 
this afternoon by Sir John Thomson- 
Walker. The operation was very success- 
ful, and was well borne by the patient, 
who is now resting quietly.”’ 

Mr, Snowden has been suffering from 
cystitis, following an attack of influenza. 

Mrs, Snowden said to a reporter Jast 
night: “ I am very happy and satisfied, 
and I am hoping that he will soon be 
about again. If-he progresses as wel) as 
he has done up to the present, there is no 
doubt that he will be quite recovered in 
time to make his Budget speech.”

BRAMBLING AND STOAT.

Sir.—The brambling is fairly common in 
this district. Though it 1s seldom seen in 
daylight, if I go through clumps of laurels at 
night with a light, 1 always see numbers of 
them roosting. They come sometimes to pick 
seeds where threshing refuse is thrown out, 
but not often. 

| have seen the statement twice lately in 
the /rish Times that stoats do their hunting 
at night. This is against my experience of 
stoats, and I am well acquainted with them 
for nearly sixty years. believe that they 
rarely begin their hunting till the dew is off 
the grass, and leave off as soon as the grass 
is wet with the evening dew. I have been 
in the fields a good deal at night, and, when. 
ever I heard a rabbit or a rat in distress, | 
never found a stoat to be the cause or saw a 
stoat hunting. The reason probably is that, 
being so small, they would get all wet and 
perished at night, and would be in more 
danger of losing their prey to cats, dogs, 
foxes, brdgers, etc.—all nie¢ht-hunters. I 
wonder if there are two varieties of stoats. 
[ believe that there is a large species which 
usually goes in large packs, and a small 
variety which goes usually in nairs.—Yours, 
etc., W. J. Nasu.

WEASELS.

_ §1r,—Your correspondent is correct in stat- 
ing that weasels are extinct in Ireland. The 
carnivores found in all parts of the island are 
really stoats, and it is a common error to call 
them weasels, although they are closely re- 
lated, and very similar in their habits. How- 
ever, they are easily distinguished, the 
weasel’s ody being only about eight inches 
in length, whereas the body of the stoat at 
maturity is frequently twice as much. The 
former’s tail is between two and three inches 
lonz, whereas the stoat’s is from five to six, 
and ends in a black tip. Nevertheless, 
naturalists are generally agreed that they are 
two species of one genus—in fact, first 
cousins. Both are proverbial for their 
courage and tenacity, and I have had practi- 
cal experience of their vindictiveness if they 
are unduly interfered with. When they 
mobilise for attack, as they sometimes do, 
they are no mean opponents for * feather 
weights."’—Yours, etc.,

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 
AS a tribute paid to the memory 
of Mr. Hartshorn, the late Privy 
Seal, by the leaders of all parties, the 
House resumed the consideration of the 
Representation of the People Bill in Com- 
mittee, this being the third allotted day. 

The Committee at once embarked upon 
the question whether Queen’s University, 
Belfast, should retain its representation 
in the Imperial Parliament. Clause 4 
abolishes the university vote, and one of 
its sections applies to the Queen’s 
University, Belfast. — 

Major Ross (C., Londonderry) moved 
the omission of this section. The univer- 
sity seat was, he said, given to Northern 
Ireland; by the Act of 1920, which reduced 
the membership of Northern Ireland from 
29 to 13 members. They had hoped as 
the result of that sacrifice that their re- 
presentation would not continue to be the 
plaything of British politics and that they 
would be left alone. 


Colonel Sinclair, who represents 


- Queen’s University, seconded the amend- 


ment. 


KEEPING FAITH. 


Sir Aysten Chamberlain, supporting, 
pointed out that it was not Ulster who 
sought a change in Parliamentary repre- 
sentation, but Great Britain, who begged 
them to acquiesce, moved by a desire to 
bring to a close a misunderstanding be- 
tween Ireland and this country. The 
Ulster of to-day being the party which 
reluctantly acquiesced in the change, one 
had no right within the period of a few 
vears to alter the representation to which 
they had agreed. .

TOWN TENANTS BILL AT 
LAST. 


In the Dail, after the Land Bill Com- 
mittee stage has been disposed of, the 
House will be occupied for the most part 
of the week with the Vote on Account, 
upon which any number of topics may be 
raised. 

It seems that deputies who have been 
anxiously inquiring for the Town Tenants 
Bill will at last have their curiosity satis- 
fied by the production of the measure, 
probably to-morrow. 

From all that one hears about it there is 
every probability that the new bill will be 
far short of the comprehensive and far- 
reaching measure which some expected. 
It will, as already foreshadowed, ceal with 
compensation for disturbance, under which 
head a very large number of items may 
be included; also it will deal with ques- 
tions as to the renewal of leases, com- 
pensation for improvements, and will give 
better protection for business premises. 


DECONTROL OF RENTS. 


People who thought that it would deal 
with the decontrol of rents seem likely 
to be dis&ppointed. My information is 
that it does not refer to rent control, rent 
restriction, or rent legislation in any 
form. Under present conditions and in 
the absence of further legislation complete 
decontrol of houses of lower valuation will 
occur automatically during the present 
year. Houses of higher valuation have 
already been decontrolled. 

Many had hoped that the new bill 
would continue contro], but apparently 
the Government thinks that decontrol must 
come to an end some time, and that in 
the circumstances which now exist the 
ordinary Jaw of supply and demand will 
tend to the stabilisation of rents at 
reasonable figures. Whether provision 
will be made for exceptional cases remains 
to be seen. 


THE TRANSPOR? BILL. 

Notwithstanding statements to the 
contrary, it can be said that no pxogress 
has yet been made with the big Trahsport 
Bill which is to regulate the relations 
between railway and road transport and 
give relief to the railway companies in 
matters of unfair competition and in other 
respects.

Before his arrival, rowdies of the “ Roc 
Flag Union ” forced their way into the meet- 
ing, mounted the rostrum, pulled down the 
Congress flag, and hoisted the Red Flag in 
its place. All these operations were accom 
panied by shouts of “ Down with Congress!’ 
and “ Down with Gandhi!” 

Congress volunteers later succeeded in re 
instating the Congress flag. 

Mr. Gandhi, amid continual interruption 
from the Red Flag supportérs, said that 
Congress would stand by the Lahore inde- 
pendence’ resolution, which would — he 
reiterated at the Karachi Congress. He 
added that a clear mandate would be giver 
to Congress leaders attending the Round 
Table Conference that they should accept no 
scheme of independence which did not contain 
the substance of indeperdence. 


RELIGIOUS RIOTING. 

Riotous scenes occurred yesterday at Nasik, 
when the “war” between caste Hindus and 
‘“Untouchables’’ was revived over the de 
mand of the “ Untouchables ” to be admitted 
to the Temple of Kalaram. Five thousand 
‘* Untouchables,’’ according to The Times of 
India, resorted to passive resistance, lyinv 
on the ground in the temple courtyard, and 
fighting ensued, in which several persons 
were injured by stones. 

An armed guard has now been placed at 
the temple gates. 

A similar agitation took place last year, and 
was only suspended through the intervention 
of the leaders of both sections.

LOSS OF TWENTY 
LIVES. 


SURVIVORS HUDDLED 
ON ICE FLOES. 


From RevtTer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
ST. JOHN’S, NEWFOUNDLAND, 
Monday. 
The Viking, a fifty-year-old sealer, com- 


| manded by Captain Abram Keen, with a 


crew of 138, two stowaways and several 
cinema camera operators on board, has 
blown up at sea eight miles east of Horse 
Island; White Bay, with the loss of 
twenty lives. 

Some of the survivors who have reached 
Horse Island report that their comrades 
are marooned on ice floes and that the 
Viking is a complete wreck. 

The wireless operator on Horse Island 
says that the burning ship was visible from 
the shore and that he could see the 


‘survivors huddled together on the ice. It 


is believed that it will be exceedingly 
difficult for them to land, as the heavy ice 
is swept by an off-shore wind. 

One of the passengers on board the 
Viking is Mr. Varick F. Rissel, a film 
director. He was engaged with several 
camera-men in taking pictures for a film 
depicting the adventurous life on board a 
sealer. 

The Viking left St. John’s with eight 
others on March 9th. 

A message reporting the loss of the boat 
was read in the Newfoundland House of 
Assembly by the Prime Minister, Sir 
Richard Squires. 

Horse Island is about twenty miles from 
Lewisporté, whence the ofily method of 
transport to Cape St. John, the nearest 
railway station, is by dog team. 

According to the latest details the 
Viking disaster was due to an explosion of 
gunpowder, which blew off the stern of the 
vessel and inflicted heavy casualties among 
both officers and passengers. 

FIFTY SURVIVORS. i 
ater. 

Fifty survivors from the ill-fated sealer, 
Viking, have now reached the shore of 
Horse Island. 

They are unable to give a coherent story 
of the disaster. It is supposed that the 
explosion was caused while the crew were 
filling tins with the powder used to blast 
openings through the ice-floes, and that a 
spark from a pipe fell among the 25-pound 
iron powder kegs. Everybody in the cabin 
was hurled overboard and killed. 

The possibility of the relief ships reach- 
ing the scene in time to save the injured 
and others still among the ice-floes is 
doubtful. A north-east gale, with snow 
and intense frost, prevails in the locality.

Dr. Addison, Minister of Agriculture, 
stated in the House of Commons yester- 
day that the companies of the Anglo- 
Dutch group of beet sugar factories had 
declared that they were prepared to 
operate their factories for the manu- 
facture of white sugar from home-grown 
beet in the 1931 season, not for the pur- 
pose of making profits or increasing their 
reserves, but in order to utilise the whole 
net proceeds in payments to farmers. No 
charge would be made for depreciation, 
for directors’ fees or for salary increases. 
Growers would receive from these com- 
panies during the season payments on 
account at 30s. per clean ton of beet of 
155 per cent. sugar content. 

Additional paymenv would be made if 
the markets justified it. The reserves of 
the five companies of the Anglo-Dutch 
group amounted to £1,046,845. 

Dr. Addison added that the terms 
offered to growers of beet by those 
factories that had accepted the Govern- 
ment offer provided a firm price of 38s. 
per ton for beet of 154 per cent. sugar 
content.

CARLOW, Monday. 
HEN asked to-day if there was any 
fresh development regarding the 
price of sugar beet for 1931, an official of 
the Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company, 
Ltd., replied: ‘‘ I have nothing to say at 
the moment. The whole matter is now 
under consideration in Belgium, where one 
of the Irish directors and seme officers of 
the company have gone to interview the 
promoters with a view to having the dis- 
agreement. settled.’’ . 
It was subsequently learned that the 
directors of the company had been in con- 
ference with Dr. Hinchcliffe, of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, in Dublin last 
Saturday, and that following this meeting 
they left for Belgium, where the whole 
position will be reviewed in the light of 
existing conditions. It had been the in- 
tention of the company’s representatives to 
meet the Executive of the Irish Beet 
Growers’ Association yesterday, but this 
arrangement was cancelled because of the 
decision of the company’s Irish representa- 
tives to go to Belgium. They are expected 
home on Thursday or Friday next. 


CALLED TO DUBLIN. 

Meanwhile, a Committee meeting of the 
Irish Beet Growers’ Association was held 
in Carlow yesterday, when an urgent 
message was received from Dr. Hinchcliffe, 
summoning the chairman, secretary and 
members of the Executive to a conference 
at the offices of the Department of Agri- 
culture. When I attended at the offices of 
the Irish Beet Growers’ Association here 
to receive a statement, I was informed that 
Mr. Fahy, the secretary, and certain 
members of the Executive had gone to 
Dublin as requested. 

When seen last night, Mr. Fahy, secre- 
tary of the Irish Beet Growers’ Associa- 
tion, stated: “ For the moment, while we 
are expecting developments, we think it 
much better to say nothing.” 


THE COMPANY ’S OFFER 


BEET GROWERS’ REPLY. 


Following a Committee meeting of the 
Irish Beet Growers’ Association, held in 
Carlow to-day, the appended statement was 
issued in reply to the Irish Sugar Manu- 
facturing Company, Carlow, regarding the 
company’s reduced offer for the 1931 beet 
crop. The price offered for this season’s 
crop is 38s. for beet containing 155 per 
cent. sugar, or 8s. per ton under last 
season’s crop, ‘‘ owing to the depressed 
state of the sugar market.”’ 

The Beet Growers’ Asscciation’s state- 
ment reads :— 

“ There is no room for any doubt as to 
the inadequacy of the factory’s offer when 
one scrutinises the full facts and figures. 
For the 1929-30 campaign, the factory 
paid 15 per cent. dividend and carried 
forward a balance of £6,000 odd, as well 
as writing off £40,000 for depreciation on 
premises and plant. In that year they 
manufactured 20,000 tons of sugar, and 
the price paid for beet was 46s. basic. 


| 


“Sugar has fallen £35 10s. per ton 
(Jrish Sugar Manufacturing Company’s 
figure) since, pulp has falien £1 per ton 
(Beet Growers’ Association estimate), 
which means that if the factory turn-out 
of the 1931 crop 20,000 tons of sugar at 
these present-day prices they will be short 
£82,000 as compared to 1929-30. To 
counteract this drop in price of their pro- 
ducts they will receive in the form of cash 
subsidy from the Government £54,000 
more for 1951 crop than they did for the 
:929-30 campaign, which sti]! will leave a 
deficit of £28,000. 

“To obtain this deficit by reducing the 
price of beet and thus maintain their 15 
per cent. dividends, it would be necessary 
to reduce the price of sugar beet by 3s. 
per ton. The Irish Sugar Manufacturing 
Company’s proposal is to reduce the price 
by &s., which would enable them to pay 
a dividend of well over 20 per cent. or to 
further enhance their huge reserves. 


ROCK BOTTOM. 

‘‘ During the dispute two years ago the 
Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company 
directors stated repeatedly that they were 
entitled to expect a 10 per cent. dividend 
and 10 per cent. depreciation, and by 
putting this into practice now it would 
leave available a further £20,000, which, 
together with their carry-over, woull 
wipe out the | deficiency of £28,000 
mentioned above; and leave the price of 
beet unaltered. * 

‘‘ Sugar is generally believed to have 
reached the bottom as regards price, so 
that any rise in price during the next 
twelve months would he money found for 
the Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company. 

“ Though there is no necessity for com- 
paring the recent settlement in England 
with an Irish one, we must comment on 
a recent statement made by the Irish 
Sugar Manufacturing Company in an 
attempt to justify their offer: That the 
2 per cent. ‘water tare’ exists in 
England and does not exist here: that no 
freight allowance is given in England. 
Both these statements are incorrect. The 
2 per cent. water tare does not exist in 
England. There is an arrangement 
whereby no beet grower in England has 
to pay more than 8s. freight. 


THE ENGLISH RATE. 

“They also state that they have always 
paid the same price as the English 
factories, whereas: the English factories 
have been paying approximately 1s. 4d. 
per ton more for beet owing to their higher 
valorisation of sugar content over 155 per 
cent. This attempt to justify the Irish 
offer by producing ap imaginary ls. to 
bridge a gap of 12s. which actually exists 


when both cases are compared, is surely 


not convincing. 

“The Beet Growers’ Association have 
no desire to be unreasonable in their 
attitude with regard to price; but wh-” 
an attempt such as is being made at 
present to ride roughshod over -he 
growers’ interests, whom the Associati-n 
represents, the Association wil] use every 
means in its power to frustrate the un- 
justifiable action, and we are doing so 
with the assurance that we have 190 per 
cent. of the growers behind us.”’

The Dublin Operatic Society earned 
heartiest congratulations: last night by the 
excellence of its production of two operas— 
an old favourite in ‘‘ Cavalleria Rusticana ” 
and a novelty ig Puécini’s ‘‘ Gianni 
Schicchi.”” ‘At the conclusion of the per- 
formances Maestro Viani, the Society’s con- 
ductor, was accorded an ovation by the large 
audience assembled in the Gaiety Theatre... 

Because of its novelty, “ Gianni Schicchi” 
may claim first attention, though it came 
second in the programme. It is one of three 
operas which were intended by the composer 
to form together a complete programme, He 
called these three “Il Tritico.’’ ‘‘ Gianni 
Schicchi,”” the third of the trio, is comedy. 
In its place in the “ Tritico” it offered a 


§ pleasant contrast to the other two members 


-of the set. It loses nothing by being sepa- 
rated from them. Besides being an opera 
that can be counted on to please unless it is 
mishandled, it has the te sn cál for an 
amateur society that it contains a large 
number oí small solo parts. 

Critical opinion on this opera, which was 
produced fog the first time mm New York in 
1918, is expressed by a writer in ‘‘ Grove’s 
Dictionary of Music’’ as follows :— 

“The third opera, ‘ Gianni Schicchi,’ on 
the other hand, had delighted by its deftness, 
skill and wis comica, even those who found 
hittle to praise in any other work of Puccini. 
The action fits admirably the requirements 
of the one-act play. It ‘is swift, varied, 
interesting, and the music aids it at every 
point. It adds lyrical charm to the by-play 
of the two young lovers, and it gives zest 
to the adventure of the Florentine rogue who 
turns the greed of Donati’s heirs to his 
advantage. Thus, vivacity, wit and humour 
rob the story of whatever gruesome feature 
it might have had it been less ably told.’’ 

The audience at the Gaiety Theatre last 
night was quite satisfied that ‘‘ Gianni 
Schicchi”’ is an opera to be enjoyed both 
for its fun and its music. The performance 
went gaily, and even in the minor parts 
there was a good deal of «lever character 
acting.

OBITUARY. 


COLONEL FRANCIS CHARLES 


' BURTON. 

The death took place last week, at 
“ Bythorne,” Sandhurst road, Tunbridge 
Wells, of Colonel Francis Charles Burton, a 
member of a well-known Irish family, at the 
age of 87 years. Colonel Burton had a dis- 
tinguished record in the Army. Educated at 
Wellington College on its foundation for the 
sons of Army officers, under Dr. Benson, and 
later at Sandhurst, he went, to India in 
1866 as a junior officer in the 58th Kegiment 
(Staffordshires), and after a period of service 
in the 9th Lancers, he transferred to the 
Bengal cavairy (indian Army). in 1874 he 
was attached to the $Quartermaster- 
General’s Department at Simla, under Lord 
Roberts. In 1878, as a captain, he served 
through the Afghan War, commanding 
a Punjab Battalion under Lord Roberts. The 
following year he was Political Officer to the 


Khyber Field Force, and su ently Chief 
abu! Area.

officiating Commandant of the 17th 

From to 1896 Colonel Burton com- 
manded the 2nd Bengal Lancers at Allaha- 
had. He was Adjutant and Quartermaster- 
Genera! at Rawalpindi in 1896, and he was in 
command there from 1898 to 1901, when he 
retired. During the Great War he served in 
the War Office, and also in various places 
in charge of the Censor’s departments. 
Colonel Burton was an accomplished athlete. 
He played for Ireland against England in the 
days before international caps were given ; 
also, while at Sandhurst, he won the 
ards handicap. Colonel Burton’s wife and 
his family of three sons and one daughter 


predeceased him. 


CAPTAIN R. D. POLLOCK. 

The death is announced of Captain Robert 
D. Pollock, a noted business man, of Ward 
avenue, Bangor. Hb was a son of Mr, 
Francis R. Pollock, late Town Clerk of 
Bangor. He was founder of Messrs. R. D. 
Follock and Company, public works con- 
tractors, Bangor, County Down, who have 
completed large public works contracts all 
over the country. He was one of the pioneers 
of reinforced concrete roads construction in 
Ireland, chairman of Messrs. R. J. Allam, 
Limited; owner of the Enniskillen Gas Com- 
pany: and proprietor of an extensive farm in 

orthern Ireland. He served on the staff 
of the Royal Engineer Services during the 
Great War. 

Captain Pollock was the Liberal candidate 
for County Down at the last general election 
for the Northern Parliament, but was de- 
eated. 

Captain Pollock had been at business on 
Friday, and his death on Saturday evening 
came as a great shock to his many friends.

The nall was packed and 
several hundred could not gain ad It 
was obvious that the majority of those pre- 
sent, principally ardent Socialists, were, op- 
posed to the Mosiey party; yet Mr. Allen 
was given a courteous and patient hearing. 

Mr. Hugh Gemmell, the Chairman; said 
that the Independent Labour Party believed: 
that every section of the community ought to 
bé able to discuss their differences and point 
of view with the utmost courtesy and with 
fair play and good-will. Because of this and 
the rising tide of political thought in Belfast 
they invited Mr, Allen to their meeting. 

Mr. Allen, who was well received, said that 
for some time past, and more particularly 
during the last few days, they would have 
séen that he was getting into trouble for 
attempting to uphold the very ideas of free- 
dom of thought and action to which they in 
that hall, by their invitation to him that 
evening, had demonstrated they themselves 
adhered. While respecting, and, indeed, sup- 
porting whole-heartedly the very special 
religious -and political principles’ ol 
the province, he had endeavoured to 
proclaim the mecessity of thinking 
economically, as well as politically, and, cost 
what it might, he proposed to maintain his 
stand for freedom of thought on economic 
questions among the Protestants and Unionists 
of Belfast. 

Continuing, Mr. Allen said that neither the 
forces of Socialism in Great Britain, nor the 
forces of capitalism were sufficiently strong to 
develop national policy along lines consistent 
with their own interpretations of economic 
conditions. 

RIVAL THEORIES. 

The ship was drifting to disaster, while the 
two sections of the crew were wrangling over 
the principlés of navigation. The Mosley 
plan did not attempt to reconcile tho rival 
theories of Socialism and capitalism, but in a 
time of economic crisis, a crisis of appalling 
magnitude, which grew worse with every 
month that passed, the Mosley plan called for 
action, immediate and direct. It said in 
effect: ‘‘ Let us save the admittedly capr- 
talist ship, and when that ship is saved we 
can discuss, withont prejudice, the distribu- 
tion of the cargo.” It calls a halt to the 
sterile antagonisms of the lohbies, and the 
committee rooms; and, in doing so, it in- 
furiates the old gentlemen who. were inter- 
rupted at their time-honoured game of politi- 
all “put and take. The three party 
machines were up in wrath to excommunicate 
those who admittedly were nut sticking to the 
rules of the party game. 

“I think that you will find,” he declared, 
“that this new party, and this emergency 
outlook, wili make a profound appeal to those 
elements whom the old parties, by their 
wbortive futilities and their irresponsible 
chicaneries have antagonised, disappointed 
and ignored.”’ 

He pointed out that large sections of the 
electorate refused now to vote in elections. 
The new party was a frank adoption of 
methods, borrowed as might seem fit from 
both Socialist and Tory theory, and repre- 
sented a movement which responded to a 
widespread demand among the people for 
leadership and for action—the more direct the 
better. Their plan envisaged the scrapping 
of capitalist methods where such methods did 
not fit the immediate needs of the nation, and 
it envisaged the postponement of the appli. 
cation of Socialism where it appeared that 
the technical advantage of capitalist organisa- 
tion met the needs of emergency reconstruc- 
tion. The Mosley policy proposed the estab- 
lishment of a National Planning Council, of a 
National Investment Board, Import Boards, 
and it proposéd to set up a Housing Board 
to deal drastically with the slum clearance 
problem to meet the present grave situation 
in Great Britain, 

The Mosley policy claimed that the most 
effective way to sectire expansion of consump- 
tion through wages was by the insulation of 
the British industrial machine. The ideal 
solution was international agreement on 
hours, wages and markets; but they had to 
face the realities of the world to-day. 

BASIS OF POLICY. 

The basis of the new Mosley policy was 
the interest of the wage-earner and consumer. 
and it was only incidentally that industria! 
capitalism would benefit. Looking at it at 
its worst, the new party claimed that the 
interests of industrial capitalism were entitled 
to take precedence as time progressed. The 
rew party envisaged the increasing participa. 
tion of labour in the management, contro! 
and ownership of industry. Before he was 
old there would be no room for masters ard 
men, but there would be only different 
categories of skilled technicians, of whom 
some would be technicians in management. 
They could not keep an educated people 
working and living on a basis of industria! 
feudalism. The new party sought to adopt 
the capitalist system in Great Britain to 
meet the progressive changes which it fore- 
saw. The present socialist system was, 'n 
fact, the chauffeur of the capitalist system, 
and it was so busily engaged in trying to 
understand the mechanism of the high- 
powered car that the most it could do was 
to keep the road. The new party under. 
stood the mechanism. it was going joy- 
riding in the car, and was going to choose 
its own road. The Mosley plan proposed to 
have power to control the location of new 
industries. This, he believed, should be of great 
advantage to the industrial North of England 
and the North of Ireland. The new party 
was opposed to the present futilities of parlia- 
mentary procedure. A whole day recently was 
devoted to the discussion of the habits of 
rabbits. Meanwhile, there were two and a 
half millions unemployed. 

In conclusion, he said that at the next 
general election they would put into the field 
sufficient candidates to muin the country to 
pass Judgment on their policy. 


THE BORDER. 

A number of guestions were put to Mr. 
Allen. One question asked if Mr. Allen was 
in favour of continuing the border. He 
replied : “ 1 do, and, what is more, 1 consider 
from the point of view of the workin;: class 
in Belfast that the interests of the industrial 
workers is closely bound up with the wages 
and conditions in Liverpool and Glasgow. The 
Free State is becoming a small, self-contained 
ee ge area, i consider our future 
altogether with the British industrial areas.’’ 

A general discussion followed, and all the 
speakers from the body of the hall expressed 
disagreement with the Mosley party.

not see its way to extend the existing water 
supply in accordance with the rd’s 
scheme, and a number of members im- 
mediately protested that it was a 
**lamentable state of affairs” that any Cor- 
poration should be able to refuse a supply 
to a rural area in that manner. 

Dr. A. ffrench Carroll, who had attended 
the meeting to describe present conditions in 
the area, said that, he had travelled a good 
deal in the world, and had never seen any- 
thing like the br condition in Lucan. 
There was absolutely no sanitation, and 
practically no water supply. His own private 
supply was invaded by people in the village 
to get the necessary water. 
With regard to the Corporation’s declara- 
tion that they could not extend the supply, 
he said that he had approached an in- 
dependent engineer, who drew up a scheme 
which showed that the scheme for getting it 
from the Corporation was quite feasible. 
He emphasised, however, that a water supply 
by itself was useless; there must also be a 
swage scheme. ‘“‘A good deal of the ill- 
health in Lucan ás due to the lack of sanita- 
“It is appalling that within 
seven miles of the City of Dublin such con- 
ditious could exist.” ht 
Dr. Carroll spoke of one row of houses 
where one lavatory; a dry privy which was 
cleaned every three months, was erected to 
serve all of fourteen houses. “TI was in the 
deserts of Egypt with the troops,” he said, 
““and they had better sanitary accommoda- 
tion than the people of Lucan.”’ 

The Council then left the subject.

DELICATE CHICKENS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly /rish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
Those who rear chickens should watch them 
from the start, and as they grow they will 
easily perceive the birds that are going 
to be profit-makers. . They are full of life, 
rushing about and jumping with the most 
wonderful activity. If there are any 
moping, uttering piteous squeaks and 
showing no sign of activity, they should 
be taken away for examination. Look 
at the vent, as they may be suffering from 
diarrheea, which closes up the opening. 
If this is the case, soften the excrement 
with warm water, gently take it away 
and rub the part ‘with vaseline. What- 
ever is yp with them, they should 
have care and rest by themselves for a 
few days, with warmth and nourishing 
food. If this does not set them right, 
they should be got rid of, as it is waste 
of time trying to cure delicate chickens.

THE PLANTING OF RANUNCULUS, 

Times the Garden Correspondent says :— 

The Ranunculus have a penchant, apparently, 
for a fairly cool, sheltered, but not sun- 
less, nook in the garden, planting the 
little claw-like tubers in loam and leaf- 
mould, superimposed on a little well- 
decayed manure, if the latter can be 
spared, and these pretiy Persians are 
worth it. Into this, with the drawing of 
shallow drills, in which the claws are 
pressed, with their crown-buds up, six 
inches apart, and given that simple 
culture a floral feature of beauty and 
interest may be anticipated. The wholly 
distinct Ranunculus aconitifolius per- 
manently planted in the border is, surely, 
one of the best of old-fashioned har y 
plants, givin its wee double white 
flowers in profusion. This appears to be 
the hardiest of cultivated members of the 
tribe, and well we recollect the fine bushy 
plant, the admiration of train-waiting 
travellers at Clonsilla station, Co. Dublin. 
Popularly known as Fair Maids of France, 
Ranunculus aconitifolius is worth plantin 
among the choicest mixed collection of 
hardy flowers.
